voted against the anti-Chinese bills at 
every stage, when he was present, and 
on the occasions when he was absent he 
was paired with one of its supportets. 
The details are: 


At the first session of the forty-seventh 
congress Senator Miller, of California, 
introduced a bill to restrict the immigra- 
tion of Chinese laborers to the United 
States. 
The bill was referred to the 
senate committee on foreign relations 
and reported back with amendments. 
See Cong. Bee., vol. 1, part 1, p. 630. 


On the amendment of Senator Hoar 
to admit Chinese skilled laborers the 
vote stood, yeas 17, nays 27. 
Senator 
Harrison voted yea.

On Senator Hoar's amendment to ad- 
mit Chinese artisans the vote was, yeas 
19, nays, 24. Senator Harrison voted 
yea.

On Senator Ingall's motion to strike 
oat the limitation of suspension of im- 
migration to 20 years and insert 10 years 
the vote was, yeas, 20; nays, 21.

The Iron and Steel Workers To-day 
lonagnrate a Strike Involving 
Thousands of Hen. 


PITTSBUBO. J u n e 
30.—There is no 
change in the iron situation this morn- 
ing. Both sides present a firm front 
and when the day turns go off this even- 
ing all the mills in the west but twelve, 
operated by non-union men, will close 
down for an indefinite period. 
A div 
patch from Youngstown, Ohio, reports 
the mills in the Mahoning valley are 
preparing for a protracted suspension. 
The mill men believe that the suspen* 
sion will not continue longer than two or 
three weeks. 
The manufacturers expect 
a few to sign the scale, but they claim 
that they will be small concerns and 
their signing will not effect fhe situa> 
tion. 


At noon the Amalgamated officials re- 
ceived information that the scale had 
been signed by the Apollo Iron and 
Steel company, of Apollo, Pa. 
This 
makes three firms that have signed EO 
far, the other two being being the Ak- 
ron Iron company, of Akron, Ohio, and 
the Laughlin and Junction Steel com- 
pany, at Mingo, Ohio. 
The three mills 
employ about 1,400 men. 
A dispatch 
just received by President Keating, of 
the Manufacturers association, from the 
Kelly Iron company and the Bellefonte 
Iron company, of Ironton, Ohio, states 
they will not sign the scale, even if it is 
signed by the Pittsburg manufacturers 
as they can get their work done cheaper. 


The summer shat down of the flint 
glass factories commenced to-day.

will take a rest for six weeks.

At the time, Taylor, th<'n a 
was stationed as commandant at 
Crawford, Prairie du Chien. Davis was 
taenayounf? lieutenant at the same post. 
i-KiP; Burt had settled on the main road be- 
tjp»en Fort Crawford and Galena, about 
midway of^the 
places, a few years be-

fore. AB Mr. Burt related tlie story to mi-, 
he had just linisiied liis chores OIK; winter 
night, and was returning to the house wlnn 
he heard the sound of bells api)r<iaeii¡n;í 
from tho direction of Fort C nnvfoni. Hi- 
stopped, with his foot on the doorstep, and 
in a moment out of the woods came a rude 
sleigh, drawn by on^^ horse, in whieli were 
se^^*^d a gentleman and lady. Th< y pulled 
up before the house, and tlie ¡íentlenian in 
quick, sharp tones asked if they could stay 
all night. The latch string in those.days 
was always out, and Mr. Burt at once rc- 
isponded heartily in tlie affirmative, anil in- 
vited the pair to "walk riprht in." Th'i invita- 
tioto was quickly accepted, while their host 
took the horse, whieh sliowed sif,'n.s of iiav- 
Ing been driven fast ¡uid far, to the stal>les. 
After seeing that tlie .-uiimal was well eareil 
for, Mr. Burt returned to the liouse. where 
the travelers had already be<'n made at 
home by the good wife. A traveler in tho.-e 
days was a podsenil. as but faint e e h o e s of 
the world's profjress reaehed the jiiinieers 
In the backwoods. From the bearinji of the 
gentlemen, Mr. Burt at one»! came to th(i 
conclusion that he was an army ..i1i<-er. His 
companion was a younp and" very pretty 
girL Both seemed si.>mewhat nervous and 
constrained. 
Contrary to usual 
custom, 
they avoided conversation, except to say 
they were relatives en route to (ialena. To 
any and all leadin-r ([uestions the yoiuitr 
officer replied briefly and in a non-commit- 
tal way. 
TJie couple retired early, and 
were up and off so.in after dayliirht. 
From 
afew remai'ks droppi'd in his hearing, Mr. 
Burt arrived at the conelusion that if it was 
not an elopement it was somethintr very 
like. He knew there were no army posts 
nearer than Fort Crawfonl, and he assumed 
the pair came from there. 
He afterward 
learned that his surmise was eorrec.t, and 
that the couple were Lieut. ,T<ifl' Davis and 
Miss Taylor, the daujihter of <jld "Ron<ili 
and Iteady." So far as ho could learn Col. 
Taylor was not sufRi'iently impressed with 
Davis as to desire him as a son-in-law, and 
refused his consent to tho marriijge of tlie 
; young couple. 


The elopement followed, 
'^he pair had expected to reacli Galena the 
sakfie night. Knowing,' Col. Taylor's ener- 
getic ways, it was no womler they were ner- 
vous over their delay at Mr, Burt's. 
TJiey 
were not followed, pursuit 
havinj; been 
turned; in another direetion. 
This is the 
Story as Mr. Burt related in eonversation. 


Fort Crawford, from which the lovers fled, 
was at that time one of the most important 
frontier stations, and was erei-ted soon after 
the war of 1812 to kee]) the Indian tribes in 
check. For many years it marked the fron- 
tier line. It is less than forty years since 
Congress was memorializeil to station a 
company of dragof>ns there "to protect the 
frontiers." During its time the (dd fort har- 
bored many an officer wIkj rose to i)romi- 
nence later in the Mexican war or on the 
bloody battle-llelds of the late civil war. 
Among these, besides (ien. Taylor and .TelT 
Davis, were Dick Taylor, the late (¡en. Han- 
cock, and other.s. In general cliaracter- 
tetics Fort Crawford resembled the present 
Fort Snelling. It was occupied up to the 
timé of the Mexican war. with the exception 
of a short time in 1827. Durin;; thecivil war 
the old barracks were utilized for hospital 
S 
urposes. All that n<jAV remains of the works 
» apart ofjthe f>fiicers'quarters, that are in- 
corporated in the handsome residenc(; of 
Gen. John Láwler, and a section of the bar- 
racks now used as tenement liouses. 
These 
are given in the accompanying sketch. 


Very few people are aware that I'rairie (]u 
CSiien, where Fort Crawford was erected, is 
one of the oldest settl<!ments in th(5 country, 
and was a commercial center of note long

bejtore the revolutionary war. Bf;neatli the 
somnolent shell of the old town is hidden a 
iiistory richer than that of any early New 
£ngiand village in story of Indian wars and 


^ e 
Frenchman had penetrated there be- 
f o r e the French and Indian war, and made 
the town the headquarters for the North- 
'^estem fur trade. He had to let go his hold 
iaf^Tor of England, which was not slow to 
«xecognisse the commercial iniluence of the 
point. Although known to but a few, a fort. 
"Wtedating Fort Crawford a number of years, 
iras the scene of a memorable siege at the 
liaads of a mixed Britisli and ImJian force. 
Ifhen tiie war of 1812 broke out. Prairie du 
CUen was left unprotected. After the fall of 
Dvteoit, the Government recognized the ne- 
«•asltyof fortifying this point so as to secure 
OOBtrol of the waterways and commerce of 
'tke section. Early in 1814 Lieut Perkins, of 
"tia» United States army, was sent with three 
-boat-loads of men to erect a fort and gar- 
' ytiitOn with the troops composing the expe-

The selsure of so important a point caused 
quite a stir at Mackinac, then the headquar- 
ters of the British troops, and before the 
last palisade was in place an expedition had 
been organized to reduce tho fort. 
The 
siege and defense which followed a month 
or two later was fully as brilliant as those 
further east, which have passed down into 
history. The attacking force consisted of 
eighty British volunteers, under the com-

mand of Col. McKay, with a swarm of In- 
dian allies, which had been picked up en 
route. Fortunately, they were illy supplied 
with ordnance, their only ¡¡ieco of artillery 
being a brass three-pounder. 


Tlie httle garrison came very near being 
taken bv surprise, naving lieard nothing of 
the approach of the British force. 
On the 
Sundav morning wliich preceded the siege, 
the oliicers of the f(^rt w(>re preparing to 
take fi ride over the j)lain whicli extended 
back to the bluffs. As they were about to 
mount a hanger-on of the garrison walked 
into the stockade and coolly remarked that 
there were "plenty of red cattle down by the 
river." 


That put an eml to the ride and picnic 
which was to have followed. 


Instead of toasting forks and puncliliowls, 
muskets and ammunition were the demand. 
All the inhabitants who could hastened to 
avail themsidves of tiie protection of the 
fort. The gates were then closed and tlie 
little garrison w;ii1<'d breathlessly for the 
atta.-k. As tlie British fi>rcedeployed on the 
broad level plaiti. it was seen they outnum- 
bered the garrison ten to one. 
Notwith- 
standing this great disiiarity in numbers, 
I;ieut. I'crkins and his command, conlldent 
of the strength of tlieir defejises, prepared 
to make a stuliborn resistance. Tin; two 
gunboats v/ere anchored so as to protect tlie 
more exixised portions of the fort. 


The Ameri<'ans did not have long to wait. 
A round shot from the brass three-pounder 
of the besiegers o{»ened the l>all and a lively 
artillerv duel followed with but little danuige 
to either side. Finding he could not effect a 
hreak in thi> palisaded wall, and annoyed by 
the lire from the gun-l.oats. Col. McKay 
turncil his attention nuiinly to them, mean- 
time making arrangements to carry tlui fort 
liv assault. Twice everything was ready, but 
at the last monu'iit tlie'lndian allies refused 
to advance, warned by the effective tire of 


»was oftenerlhtteguaidhoiMllMa 
on duty, which elreamatance led. oftentlines, 
to the hill torrent 6f CoL Tayfoir's wrath be- 
ing directed against Private Blank when the 
exigences of the cose did not seem exactly to 
warrant it. Among other peculiarities, the 
conqueror of Buena Yista had a fqpdne^s 
for seizing culprits by tho nose and giving 
it such a tweak as would leave painful re- 
memembrances for hours afterward. One 
day Col. Taylor happened to have his ire 
raised by something done by Blank, and he 
came striding down the line uttering numer- 
ous words not provided for in the regula- 
tions of war. Beaching the trembling pri- 
vate, in tones more vigorous than refined, 
the 
outraged 
commandant asked what 
Blank metot by such an infraction of disci- 
pline—and, without waiting for a reply, 
reached for the prominent facial projection 
of the uniortunate soldier. In anticipation 
of such action. Blank, before parade, had 
taken the trouble to give his nose a good 
rubbing with pork rind. His commanding 
ofTicer's lingers therefore only closed to 
shp. Another attempt resulted in dismal 
failure. By this time both officers and men 
Jiad grasped the .situation, and a broad 
smile spread over the faces of those who 
hai)pened to be in the rear of the outraged 
Colonel, while those 
in 
front 
under- 
went seismic 
disturbances that 
threat- 
ened to result seriously. 
A third time 
Taylor attenijited to execuj[c the favorite 
maneuver before ho recognized the trick. 
When he did his rage, it is said, was some- 
thing terrible to witne.ss. Poor Blank was 
at once conveyed to tiie guard-house and 
d(;ubl(.'-ironed, with a prospect «head of se- 
vere punishment when liis superior had 
(ivolved sonu'thing cf)mmensurate with tho 
crime. In the meantime, the garrison was 
in a broad guffaw—when Col. Tavlor was 
not about—and the story spread over the 
village. 


Wiien his anger had time to cool down, 
Taylor himself began to apju-eciate the joke, 
and it did not need much urging to get his 
consent to Blank's release. The incident 
had the p)Od etTect, furthermore, of curing 
the coming Prcsiiient of his nose-tweaking 
propensities. 


At the opening of the war Col. Taylor's 
command was hurried to the front. The old 
fort began to go to j)ieces. Prairie du Chien, 
too, fell into decay, and is now known only 
as tlui filace of the pontoon bridge across 
tlie Mississip{)i,

tlie besieged and by the fate whii-h befell 
others of their nation wJien attempting to 
carry a fort further east. 


The attack on the gun-boats was more 
successful. Two or three balls planted be- 
tween wind and water li'd the coniniaiider of 
tlu; flotilla to up anchor and lice down tlie 
I'iver. leayng the g.-irrison to its f;ite. 


Finding himself no nearer success at the 
end of three days' light, C(d. McKay ordi'rcd 
a iot of red h<U sJiot [uvpared to /ire tiie bar- 
racks and bloi-k houses. About this time the 
sui)ply of powtler ran short in the fort. The 
uiiuniinitiou had not all been unloaded from 


In the gloomy recesses of the primeval 
forests still to l)e found in Central Africa 
tliere is a vast un<!Xpl<ired field still stretch- 
ing 
forth its unmeasured space to the 
liunter and the naturalist. 
W. P. Pond, a 
great traveler, gives the following account 
of a duel he witnessed in Central Africa be- 
tween a gorilla and a lion: My guide beck- 
oned to me, and I saw within tifty feet of us, 
with his back against a tree, the shiep- 
ing form of a huge gorilla, his hands hang- 
ing down by his sides, Jiis legs criM)ked in 
front of him, and his head listlessly lying 
sidewise on his shouldi/r. 
Some distance 
from him was the female, ai)pai-ently busily 
engaged in gathering nuts, swinging from 
trei- to tree, now disappearing into tlie sur- 
rounding forest, but ever and ant>n return- 
ing to keep watidi and ward over the sleep- 
ing lord and master. 
Suddenly I heard a 
scream of agony from the female, which 
caused the sleeper to start to its feet, and as 
it dill so tiie female literally fell from a tree 
on the edge of the clearing doA\-n to tlie 
ground, uttering the most piercing cries that 
human imagination can conceive, 


Tlien a terriilc roar tliat shook tho ground 


the gun-lioats when the British force arriveti, 
hence their flight was a severe iiiow. Know- 
ing no re-enlorcements could reach him, and 
learning th<i preparations being madi; to 
breacli tiie walls, Lieut. Pt;rkins arranged 
terms of surrender ])y which the garriskUi 
was allowed to march out with their arms 
an<l proceed down the river. To the credit 
of the i:nglish officers, tlies,. terms of sur- 
render wi^re not violated, as in so many 
otlier cases. Not only were the Indians lield 
fiack but a guard acc<)nii)anied the garrison 
l)art way down the river to jirevent anything 
like an ambusc;ide. The casualties during 
this nienu>raf)le sii-ge weie very light. 
An 
attempt was made to retake the fort by 
meiins of an expedition from St. Louis, but 
it was attacked and routed on the ]{ock Isl- 
and rajiiiis by a fon-e sent from Prairie du 
(.'hien und<-r command oi Capt. Duncan 
(iraham, by Capt. I. G. Anderson, then com- 
manding the fort. 


In accordance with the terms of the treaty 
between the United States and (Ireat Britain, 
Fort McKay, as it had iieen named, was evac- 
uated by the British in IHl.'i. and Prairie du 
Chien again passed into the hands of the 
Americans. 
On the night after the evacua- 
tion tint fort was destroyed by lln;. supposed 
to have been set by sonu; one left by tho re- 
tiring force.s. 


When Fort CraAvford was 
erected 
the 
Siou.x were almost an unknown factor, and 
of those Bedouins of the plains, tin; Chey- 
finne.s, not so mncli was known as of the in- 
habitants of the Tonga islands. 
It was 
the treacherous Winnebagoes and crafty 
Sacs ajid Foxes w)io mad»; the most disagree- 
able quantity in the problem of a peacable 
frontier. The removal of the garrison to 
Fort Snelling in 1820 gave the former an op- 
portunity, and a massacre of the inhabitants 
of the flourishing village was arranged. The 
plan was devfdoped prematurely by a chief 
named Red Bird and two bravcis. The mur- 
derous trio, early in June, 1827, went to the 
house of Hon. Jas. Lockwood, and made 
their way into Mrs. Lockwood's bedroom. 
The lady, hearing them coming, fled to the 
store of Capt. Graham, of Bock Island Rap- 
ids fame, and was saved by him. BafHed in 
their first prey, the Indians went further 
down the river, where they killed two men 
and scalped an infant, which they left for 
dead. Strange to relate, tin? child iived and 
became the mother of a large family. The 
news of the massacre soon reached the vil- 
li^e and the settlers fl«!w to arms. The In- 
dians retreated and the Winnebago war 
followed, which was terminated by tho dra- 
matic surrender of Red Bird, who gave him- 
self up to Major Whistler. He was brought 
to Fort Crawford, where he died in confine- 
ment. His tWQ^compliees were sentenced 
to b(i hung, buWrere pardoned by President 
Adams. 


When the Blackhawk war closed that noted 
chieftain was conllned at Fort Crawford, 
where he remained until taken to St. Louis 
by Lieut Jeff Davis, who turned him over to 
the United States authorities at that point. 
Warned by experience the War Department 
maintained a garrison at the fort until the 
commencement of tho Mexican war. It was 
just previous to the breaking out of that 
struggle that CoL Zachary Taylor was com- 
mandant.

What Ai-e Shooting Starsi 


W h a t do we know with certain facts 
^^•ith regard to shooting .stars ? 1. They 
are vastly more numerous than any one 
has an idea 
of 
wlio lias not watched 
them 
coutiniiously 
for many 
nights. 
Astronomers who have kept a record 
for many years asstii'e us that the aver- 
age ntimber 
seen 
by cue observer at 
one place on a clear moonless night is 
fourteen per hour, which is shown 
by 
calculation to be equivalent to 20,000,- 
000 daily for the whole earth. 
2. They^ 
are not terrestrial phenomena 
moving' 
in the lower atmos2)here, btit celestial 
bodies moving in orbits and with veloci- 
ties comparable to those of planets and 
comets. 
Their 
velocities aro seldom 
under ten miles a second or over 
fífty, 
and average about tliirty, tlie velocity 
of the earth in its orbit round the sun 
being eighteen. 
3. They art; of various 
composition, comprising both a large 
majority of smaller parti<-les wliii-h are 
set on ñre by the 
resistanc."» of 
the 
earth's atmosphere and entirely l»nrned 
up and resolved into va})or long bet'oro 
they reach its siirt'ac(\ and a few larger 
ones, known as meteors, which are only 
partly 
fused or glazed by heat, and 
roach the earth iu the form of stony 
masses. 4. They aro not uniformly dis- 
tributed through space, but collect in 
meteoric 
swarms 
or 
streams, two at 
least of wliich revolve around the stin 
in closed rings 
A v h i c h are 
intersected 
by tho earth's orbit, causing the 
mag- 
niiicent displays of shooting stars w hich 
are 
seen in August 
and 
November. 
5. They are connected witlx cH)niets, it 
having been demonstrated by 
Schiai)- 
arelli that the orbit of the i-omet of 
10()G is identical with the August swarm 
of meteors known as the Pcrseid.s, and 
connections between comets and meteor 
streams 
have 
been found in at least 
three other cases. 
The fact is gener- 
ally believed that comets are nothing 
but a condensation of meteorites 
ren- 
dered incandescent by tlie heat gener- 
ated by their mutual collision 
wlien 
))rought into close proximity. 
(5. Their 
(composition, as inferred from th(> larger 
meteors Avhich reach the earth, is iden- 
tical, or nearly so, witli that of matter 
brought up from great de])ths by vol- 
canic eruptions. 
In 
each 
case 
they 
consist of two classes—one com])os»Hl 
mainly 
of 
nativ(> irtin 
alloyed 
with 
nickel, tlie otlier of .stony matter, con- 
sisting mainly of compounds of silicon 
and magnesium. 
Most meteorites con- 
sist of com])oiuids of th(> two classes, 
in which the stony }>arts seem to have 
broken into fragments by violent col- 
lisions and become imbedded in iron 
which has been fused by heat into a 
jdastic or pasty

In Fort 
Wayne an avorage heating stove will 
cost from $7 to $11 a year, while the rate 
in Toledo is $19.60. 
The highest rate 
for manufacturers is 50 per cent of the 
cost of Indiana steam coal at $2 a ton~ 
in other words, the manufacturer is 
guaranteed g0s fuel at what ooal would 
cost him at $1 a ton. 


Thus is cheap fuel at anti-Standard 
monopoly prices moving along down to- 
ward Toledo; and now what does the 
little ring of credit slanderers and Stand- 
ard-gas allies propose to do about it? 
Do they expect to keep their grip on 
Toledo, even though nearly every de- 
sirable manufacturing firm that is seek 
ing a location is giving this city the go- 
by and erecting establishments else- 
where?

The Toledo Bee says: 
The Fort Wayne oommon council has 
adopted a natural gas ordinance, and it 
is believed a company will accept its 
terms and pipe gas to that city within 
a year. 
The maximum rates fixed are 
the same as those of Indianapolis, thus: 
An ordinary cook stove will cost 75 
cents a month, or $6 a year, against 
$19.50 a year in Toledo. 
The largest 
cooking range wDl cost $15 a year 
while in Toledo it costs $30. In Fort 
Wayne an average heating stove will 
cost from $7 to $11 a year, while the rate 
in Toledo is $19.50. 
The highest rate 
for manufacturers is 50 per cent of the 
cost of Indiana steam coal at $2 a ton— 
in other words, the mannfacturer is 
guaranteed gM fuel at what coal would 
cost him at $1 a ton. 


Thus is cheap fuel at anti-Standard 
monopoly prices moving along down to 
ward Toledo; and now what does the 
little ring of credit slanderers and Stand- 
ard-gas allies propose to do about it? 
Do they expect to keep their grip on 
Toledo, even though nearly every de- 
sirable manufacturing firm that is seek 
ing a location is giving this city the go- 
by and erecting establishments else- 
where? It is well enough for these little 
bosses to make up their minds on this 
subject, for some of these days the vo- 
ters will have something to say about it.

Talmage, D. D.. was the preaclier. 
The 
text was: 
"They that turu many 
to 
righteousness shall shine as the stars 
forever and ever."—Daniel xii, 3, and 
the subject: 
"The Constellations of the 
Redeemed." 
Dr. Talmage said: 


Every man has a thousand roots and a 
thousand branches. 
His roots reach 
down through all the earth; his hranclios 
Sju'cad through all the Heavens. 
lie 
speaks Avith voice, Avith eye, with hand, 
«•ith foot. 
His Kilence often is thunder, 
and his life is an anthem or a doxology. 
There is no sucli thing as negative iu- 
Quence. 
We are all positive in 
the 
places Ave occupy, making the Avorld hot- 
ter or making it Averse, on the Lord's 
side or on the devil s, making up rea- 
sons for our blessedness or banishment; 
and we have already done a mighty work 
in peopling Iloaveii or hell. 
I hear peo- 
ple tell of Avl);it they are going to do. A 
aian who has burned down a city might 
as Avell talk of snnic good tliat he ex- 
pects to do. 
By the force of your evil 
iniJuencc you have already consumed in- 
dnite values, or you have, by the power 
of a right iutluence, wou Avhole king- 
doms for (iod. 


It would be absurd for mo to stand 
here, and by elaborate argument, prove 
that the Avorld is off the 
track. 
You 
tuight as Avell stand at the foot of an 
onibaukment, amid the wreck of a cap- 
sized train, proving by elaborate argu- 
ment that something is out of order. 
Adam tumbled 
over the 
embankment 
sixty centuries ago. aud the whole race 
in one long train, lias gone on tumbling 
in the same direction. 
Crash! 
crush! 
The only question noAV i.s. by Avhat lev- 
erage call the crushed thing be lifted? 
!>}' Avhat liiiniiner muy the fragments be 
reconstructcd.'' 


I want to show you how we may turn 
many to righteousness, and Avhat Avill be 
our future pay for so doing. 


First—We may turn them by the charm 
of a right exümple. 
A child, coming 
from a filthy home, AVUS taught at school 
to wash its face. 
It Avent home so much 
improved in ai)pearance that its mother 
washed her face. 
And Avhen the father 
üf the household came home, and saAV 
tlie iiiiprovenieiit in domestic appear- 
ance, 
ho Avashed his face. 
The neigh- 
bors happening in. saAv the change, and 
tried the same experiment until all that 
street AVUS puriñed. and the next street 
copied 
its example, and the Avhole city 
felt the result of one schoolboy Avashiiig 
his face. 
That is a Ktble, by Avhicli AVC 
Set forth that the best Avay to get the 
world Avashed of its sins and 
pollution 
is to have our 
OAVII 
heart and 
life 
cdeaused and puriiied. 
A man Avith grace 
in his heart, and CUiristian cheeri'nliiess 
in his face, and lioly consistency in his 
behavior, is a per])etual sermon; and the 
sermon ditfcrs fiDin others in that it has 
but one head, and the longer it runs the 
better. 
Ther<i are luniest men Avho Avalk 
doAvn Wall .street, making the teeth of 
iniipiit}' chatter. 
There are happy men 
who go into a sick room, and, by a look, 
help the broken l)one to knit, and the 
excited nerves drop to calm 
beating. 
There are pure men whoso presence 
silences the 
tongue 
of 
uncleanness. 
The mightiest agent of good on earth is 
a consistent Christian. 
I like the Bible 
folded between 
lids of cloth, of calf- 
skin, or morocco, but I like it 
better 
when, in the shape of a man, it goes out 
into the 
Avorld—a 
Bible 
illustrated. 
Courage is beautiful to read about; but 
rather would I see a man Avith all 
the 
world against him conlident as though 
all the Avorld Avere for him. 
l';itienco is 
beautiful to read about: but rather would 
I see a butfeted soul calmly Availing for 
the time of deliverance. 
Faith is beauti- 
ful to read about; but rather Avould I 
find a man 
in the midnight 
walking 
straight on as though hesaAV everything. 
Dh, liow many souls have been turned 
to God by the charm of a bright ex- 
ample! 


When, in the Mexican war, the troops 
were Avavering, a general rose in his 
stirrups and dashed into the 
enemy's 
lines, shouting, "Men, follow!" 
They, 
seeing his courage 
and 
disposition, 
dashed on after him and gained the vic- 
torj". What men Avant to rally them for 
God is an example to lead them. 
All your 
commands to others to advance amount 
to nothing so long as yoia stay 
behind. 
To affect them aright you need to 
start 
for Heaven yourself, looking back only 
to give the stirring cry of "Men, 
fol- 
low!" 


Again: 
We may turn many to right- 
eousness by prayer. 
There is no such 
detective as prayer, for no one can hide 
away from it. 
it puts its hand on the 
shoulder of a man ten thousand miles 
off. It alights on a ship mid Atlantic. 
The little child cannot understand the 
law of electricity, or hoAvthe telegraphic 
operator, by touching the 
instrument 
here, may dart a message under the sea 
to another continent; nor can Ave, Avith 
our small intellect, understand 
IIOAV the 
touch of a Christian's prayer shall in- 
stantly strike a soul on the other side of 
the earth. You take ship and go to some 
other country, and get there at 11 o'clock 
in the morning. 
You telegraph to NCAV 
York, and the message gets here at G 
o'clock in the same morning. 
In other 
words, it seems to arive hez'e five hours 
before it started. 
Like that is prayer. 
God says: "Before they call I will hear." 
To overtake a loved one on the road you 
may spur up a lathered steed until he 
shall outrace the one that brought the 
news to Ghent; but a prayer shall catch 
it at one gallop. 
A boy running aAvay 
from home may take the midnight train 
from the country village and reach the 
seaport in time to gain the shi]: that 
sails on the morroAv; but 
a^motlier's 
prayer will be on deck to meet him, and 
in the hammock before he SAviugs into 
it, and at the capstan before he winds 
the rope around 
it, and on the sea, 
against the sky, as the vessel plows on 
toward it. 
There 
is a mightiness in 
prayer. 
George Müller prayed a com- 
pany of poor boys together, and then he 
prayed up an asylum in Avhich they 
might be sheltered. 
He turned his face 
toAvard Edinburgh and prayed, and there 
came a thousand pounds. 
He turned 
his face toAvard London and prayed, and 
there came a thousand pounds. 
He 
turned his face 
toward Dublin 
and 
prayed, and there 
came a thousand 
pounds. 
The breath of Elijah's prayer 
blew all the clouds off the sky, and it 
was di-y weather. 
The breath of Elijah's 
prayer blew all the clouds together, and 
it was wet weather. 
Praj'cr, an Daniel's 
time, walked the cave as a lion tamer. 
It reached up and took the sun by its 
golden bit and stopped it. 
We have all 
yet to try the full power of prayer. 
The 
time will 
come when the 
American 
church will pray Avith its face toward the 
West, and all the prairies and inland 
cities will surrender to God; and will 
pray with face toward th« sea, and all 
the islands and ships will become Chris- 
tian. 
Parents who have wayward sons 
will got down on their knees and say: 
"Lord, send my boy home," and the boy 
in Canton shall get right up from tho 
gaming table, ana go down u> the wharf 
to find ottt which sjiip starti fint fox

sofiiethiiw, but H la a poor aflsir that he 
makes. The father comes and takes the 
saw and . hammer, and builds the house

ship. 
In the childhood of onr 
Christian faith; we make but poor work 
with tnese weapons of prayer, but when 
we cóme to the stature of men in Christ 
Jesus, then, under these 
implements, 
the temple of God will rise and the 
world's 
redemption will be launched. 
God cares not for the length of 
our

of the swift horse, vnder whose feet the 
miles slip like a smooth ribbon, and as 
he'passes the fctar hoofs strike the earth 
in such quick beat your pulses take the 
same vibration.

We may turn many to righteousness 
by Christian 
admonition. 
i)o not wait 
until you cau make a formal speech. Ad- 
dress the one next to you. 
You Avill not | in London, and its spirit must be taken 


go home alone to-day. BetAveen this and 
your placo of stopjiing you may decide 
the eternal destiny 
of an 
immortal 
spirit. 
Just one sentence may do the 
Avork. Just one look. 
The formal talk 
that begins Avith a sigh, and ends Avith a 
canting snutlle, is not Avhat is wanted, 
but the heart throb of a man in dead 
earnest. 
There is not a soul on earth 
that you may not bring to (rod if 
you 
rightly 
go at it. 
Tlu-y said Gibraltar 
could not be taken. 
It is a rock, sixteen 
hundred feet high and three miles long. 
But the English and Dutch did take it. 
Artillery, and sai)pers, and miners, and 
fleets pouring out volleys of death, and 
thousands 
of men, reckless of danger, 
can do anything. 
The stoutest heart of 
sin, though it be rock, and surrounded 
by an ocean of transgression, 
under 
Christian bombardment may be made to 
hoist the flag of redemption. 


But is all this admonition and prayer 
and Christian A V o r k fi>r nothing? My text 
promises to all the faithful eternal lus- 
ter, "They that turn many to righteous- 
ness shall shine as the stars forever." 


As stars, the redeemed have a bor- 
rowed light. 
What makes Mars an<l 
Venus and Jupiter so luminous'.-' 
When 
the sun throAvs down his torch in the 
Heavens the stars jiickup the scattered 
brands and hold them in procession as 
the queen of the night advances; so all 
Christian Avorkers, standing aroiind the 
throne, Avill shine in the light borroAved 
from the Wun of llighteousness—lesus 
in their faces, Jesus in their songs. Jesus 
in their triumph, 
Christ left Heaven 
once for a tour of redemj^tion on earth, 
yet the glorified ones knew He Avould 
come back again. 
But let Him abdicate 
His throne, and go aAvay to stay forever, 
the music would stop; the congregation 
disperse; the temjiles of God be dark- 
ened; the rivers of light stagnate, and 
every chariot Avould become a heiuse, 
and every bell AVould toll, and there 
Avould not be room on the hill sides to 
bury the dead of the great metropolis, 
for there Avould b(> jiestilence in Heaven. 
But Jesus lives, and so all the redeemed 
live Avith Him. He shall recogiii/e them 
as His comrades 
in early toil, and re- 
member Avhat they did for the honor of 
His name and for the spread of 
His 
kingdom. 
All their jirayers and tears 
and Avork Avill rise before Him as He 
looks into their faces, and He Avill di- 
vide 
His kingdom Avith 
them; 
His 
peace—their 
¡¡cace; 
His 
holiness— 
their holiness; His joy—their joy. 
The 
glory of the central throne 
reflected 
from the surrounding thrones, the last 
spot of sin struck from the Christian 
orb. and the entire nature a-tremble and 
allash with light, they shall shine as the 
btars forever and ever. 


Again: 
Christian Avorkers shall 
be 
like the stars in the fact that they have 
a 
light independent 
of 
each 
other. 
Look up at the night, and see each 
Avorld shoAvs its distinct glory. 
It is not 
like the conflagration, in whi(>h you can- 
not tell Avhere one flame stojis and an- 
other begins. 
Ne])tune, Hi-rschel, and 
^lercury are as distinct as if each t)ne of 
them Avere the only star: so our individ- 
ualism Avill not be lost in Heaven, 
A 
great nniltitiub—yet each (jne as observ- 
able, as distinctly recognized, as gre:'.tly 
celebrated, as if in all the space, from 
gate to gate, and from hill to hill, he 
Avere the onh' inhabitant; no mixing up 
—no mob—no indiscriminate rush; eacli 
Christian Avorker standing out illustri- 
ous—all the story of earthly achieve- 
ment adhering to each one; his self-de- 
nials, and pains, and services, and vic- 
tories published. 
Before men AVent out 
to the last Avar, the orators told them 
that they Avould all be remembered by 
their country, and their names be com- 
mcjnorated in poetry and in song; but go 
to the graveyard in liiclimond and you 
Avill find there 0,0(10 graves, over each 
one of Avhich is the inscription, "Uu- 
1 oAvn." 
The Avorld does not remem- 
ber its heroes; but there Avill be no un- 
recognized Christian worker in Heaven. 
Each one knoAvn by all; grandly knoAvn; 
knoAvn by acclamation; all the past story 
of AVork for God gleaming in cheek, and 
broAv, and foot, and palm. 
They shall 
shine with distinct light as the stars, for- 
ever and ever. 


Again: 
Ciiristian workers shall shine 
like the stars in clusters. In looking up, 
you find the Avorlds in family circles. 
Brothers and sisters—they take hold of 
each other's hands and dance in groups. 
Orion in a group. 
I'leiades in a grouji. 
The solar system is only a comiiany of 
children, 
Avith bright faces, 
gathered 
around one great 
firej^lace. 
t h e Avorlds 
do not straggle off. 
They go in squad- 
rons and fleets, sailing through 
immen- 
sity. 


tío Christian workers in Heaven will 
dwell in neighborhoods and clusters. 
I 
am sure that some people I Avill like iu 
Heaven a great deal better than others. 
Y'^onder is a constellation 
of 
stately 
Christians. 
They 
lived on earth 
by 
rigid rule. 
They never laughed. 
They 
watched every hour, 
anxious lest they 
should 
lose their 
dignity. 
But 
they 
loved God, and yonder they shine in 
brilliant constellation. 
Yet I shall not 
long to get into that particular group. 
Yonder 
is a constellation 
of 
small 
hearted 
Christians — asteroids 
in the 
eternal astronomy. 
While some souls 
go up from Christian battle and blaze 
like Mars, these asteroids dart a feeble 
ray like Vesta. 
Yonder is a constella- 
tion of martyrs, 
of ai)ost]es, of patri- 
archs. 
Our souls, as they 
go up 
to 
Heaven, will seek 
out the most con- 
genial society. 
Yonder is a constella- 
tion almost merry with the play of light. 
On earth they were full of sympathy and 
songs, and tears and rapture and con- 
gratulations. 
When they prayed, their 
Avords tocfk fire; when they 
sang, the 
tune could not hold them; when they 
Avept over a world's Avoes, they sobbed as 
if heart broken; when they Avorked for 
Christ, they 
flamed 
with 
enthusiasm. 
Yonder they are—circle of light! 
Con- 
stellation of joy! galaxy of fire! Oh, that 
you and I, by the grace which can trans- 
form the Avorst into the best, might at 
last ííail in the wake of that fleet and 
Avheel in that glorious group, as the 
stars, forever and ever! 


Again: 
Christian workers will shine 
like the stars in swiftness of motion. 
The worlds do not stop to shine. 
There 
are no fixed stars save as to relative po- 
sition. 
The star most thoroughly

flies thousands of miles a minute. 
The 
astronomer, using his telescope for an 
Alpen-stock, leaps from world crag to 
world crag, and finds no star standing 
still. 
The chamois hunter has to fly to 
catch his prev, but not so swift is his 
game as that which the scientist tries to 
shoot through the tower of observatory. 
Like petrels mid Atlantic, that seem to

up to 
G C H I ; you are there in au instant 
to do it. 
There is a yuung mau in New 
York to be arrested from going into that 
gate of sin; you are there in au instant 
to arrest him. 
Whether Avith spring of 
foot, or stroke of wing, or by the force 
of some ncAV laAv that shall hurl you to 
the spot Avhere you A\ould go I 
know 
not; but my text suggests velocity. 
All 
space open before you, Avith 
nothing 
to hinder you in mission of light and 
love and joy, you shall shine iu swift- 
ness of motion as the stars forever and 
ever.

Christian workers, 
like the 
stars, shall shine 
iu magnitude. 
The

illiterate mau knows that these 
things in the sky, looking like gilt but- 
tons, are great masses of matter.

But here the figure of my text breaks 
doAvn—not in defeat, but in the majes- 
ties of the judgment. 
The stars sliall 
not shine forever.

almost impossible for a mail to take in d 
courser going a mile in three minutes; 
but God shall take in the Avorbls, tlyiiiij 
a hundred thousc.nd miles an hour, 
one pull of His little 
finger. 
As. 
AVIUMI 
the factory band slii>s at nightfall t'roia 
the main Avheel. all the smaller Avlu eli 
slacken their speed, and Avith slowei 
and sloAver motion they turn until they 
come to a full stop, so this great ina-> 
chinery of the universe, Avheel Avitliin 
Avheel,'making revolution of a])pallin;l 
speed, shall by the touch of God's han(| 
slip the band of present hiAV and slacken 
and stop. 
That is Avhat will be tha 
matter Avith the mountains. 
The 
char- 
iot iu Avhich thoy ride shall halt

out. 
Star after star shall be carrie j 
out to burial amid funeral torches ami 
burning Avorlds. 
Constellations shall 
throAV ashes on their heads, and all u;j 
and down the highAvays of space thertj 
shall be mourning, mourning, mourning, 
because the worlds are dead. 
But thij 
Christian A\orkers shall never quit theii 
thrones—they shall reign forever am^ 
ever. 
If, by some invasion from hell, 
the attempt Avere made to carry theri 
off" into captivity from Heaven, the souli 
they have saved would rally for theii 
defense, and all the angels 
of

Avould strike Avith their scepters, and tha 
redeemed, on white horses of victory, 
Avould ride doAvn the foe, and all tha 
steep of the sky would resound Avith th« 
crash of the overAvhelnied cohorts tum- 
bled headlong out of Heaven.

GkntiiEhbn:—You request my opinion 
as to whether, in case the tax-payers of 
Wayne township should determine to 
donate 8200,000 to the Ohio, -Indiana 
and Missouri Biver Bailroad company, 
to aid in the construction of its road 
from a point on the eastern line of Allen 
county to a point on the western line of 
Newton county. Ind., 
the company 
would be entitled to demand and receive 
such donation without complying with 
the conditions upon which the donation 
is made. 


By Section 4045 of the Bevised Stat- 
utes of 1881, the petitioners for such aid 
may ask that it be made upon conditions 
such as are contained in the petition 
asking for the donation in this case. 
The conditions contained in the petition 
are as follows: 


"The said appropriation and denotion 
to be made upon these express condi- 
tions, tO'Wit: 


"First—That the said, the Ohio, In 
diana and Missouri Biver Bailroad com- 
pany, shall construct the main line of 
the said Ohio, Indiana and Missouri 
Biver railroad through the city limits of 
Fort Wayne, in said Wayne township, 
county of Allen, state of Indiana, and 
across Allen county, Indiana, and that 
they shall create and maintain said city 
of Fort Wayne as a division point on the 
main line of said railroad. 


"Second—The 
Ohio, 
Indiana and 
Missouri Biver Bailroad company shall 
build, equip and maintain its principal 
railroad shops within said Wayne town- 
ship, at said city of Fort Wayne, either 
within the present existing limits of the 
said city of Fort Wayne, or within one 
hundred and sixty (160) rods thereof, 
which said sbop buildings shall be not 
less than six (6) in number, and have a 
dimension of not less than as follows: 
Locomotive shops, three buildings. 
No. 1—Foundry, 100x200 feet. 
No. 2—Machine 8hop,',90x200. 
No. 3—Finishing shop, 60x200 feet. 
No. 4—Car shop, carpenter and wood 
working, 100x180 feet. 
No. 5—Setting up room, 100x180 feet. 
No. 6—Locomotive 
house, 
thirty 
stalls, averaging 20x60 ieet epace each. 


The majority of the above buildings 
to be briok structures. 


Third—"And upon this further condi- 
tion that in case said sum of $200,000 
shall be appropriated and donated to 
said railroad company by said town- 
ship, that no part thereof Bhall he paid 
or payable until such shops shull have 
.been completed and all the conditions 
aforesaid shall have been performed. 
, Therefore petitioners pray yonr honora- 
ble body to take this petitition under 
advisement, grant its prayer, and there- 
upon order the polls in the several * vot- 
ing places in said township to be opened 
on a day named and an election be had 
and held upon the question of making 
said appropriation and donation as afore 
said, and due notice thereof bo given, 
and that you take suoh action a^ Ik by 
law required and provided.

These are suoh conditious as t h ^ e t i 
tioners had a right to make. 
Bittinger 
vs. Bell, 65 Ind., 445. 
The company 
must comply with the conditions before 
it can rightfully demand the money pro- 
posed to be donated. 


The first condition is, that the com- 
pany shall construct the main line of its 
road through Allen county and through 
the city limits, and create and maintain 
Fort Wayne as a division point on the 
main line of its road. 


The second condition provides that 
the company shall build, 
equip and 
maintain its principal railroad shops 
within Wayne township, at Fort Wayne, 
either within its present limits or within 
160 rods whereof. 
The dimensions of 
the shops are given, and it is stated that 
a majority of them shall be of brick. 
The amount to be expended in their 
erection is not mentioned. 


The third condition provides that the 
sum donated shall not be payable until 
the conditious are performed. 
This is 
the law. 


The conditions must, however, be 
reasonably construed. 
If the company 
constructs its main line of road through 
the city and the county of Allen, estab- 
lishes Fort Wayne as a division point on 
its main line; builds and equips its shops 
of the specified dimensions, the major- 
ity of brick, within the city or within 
160 rods of the city limits, at whatever 
cost, unless so small as to indicate 
fraud, it will have earned the proposed 
donation, and will be entitled to receive 
it. The security for the future main- 
tenance ot Fort Wayne as a division 
point on the main line of the road, and 
the continued maintenance of the shops 
as proposed, will be such only as the in- 
terests of the company and the courts 
may afiord. This is always so in such 
cases, and, in the nature of things, could 
hardly be otherwise.
